We. the repi«s«entative8 of the Penn- 


sylvania Democracy, in convention as- 
sembled, do hereby Declare our devo- 
ion to the essential principles of the 
Democratic faith which nave beenrthe 


uarahtee of our liberties since tbe 
'ouudation of the nation. 


Freedom of tbe press, of conscience, 


and of speech, the equality before the 
aw of all citizens, tbe right of trial by 
urv, 
the negation of burdensome 


sumptuary law*, the levy on low tax- 
es, and economy in expenditures that 
abor may be lightly burdened, and the 
strict enforcement of laws giving equal 
rights to till and special privileges to 
none. 
We again insist upon the enactment 


by the legislature of the state, of laws 
giving labor and capital their just 
rights and call for the enforcement of 
anti-Trust laws, and particularly of 
the XVII article of the constitution of 
his state declaring that public servifee, 
sorporations-Tor transportation shall 
carry out the purpose for which they 
were chartered, and that they shall be 
limited to that business, and shall be 
prohibited from directly or indirectly 
producing or manufacturing articles 
for transportation over their lines ex- 
cept such as are necessary for. their 
own use. 
For tbe further protection on the 


consumers we demand a stricter en- 
forcement against discrimination in 
rates of facilities for transportation, 
against rebates or any otber device by 
discrimination is secured to favored 
shippers thus creating monopoly and 
increasing the price to the consumer, 


To this end we favor the enlarge- 


ment of the powers of the railroad 
commiaion and the passage of penal 
laws which will enforce respect for its 
decisions. 


We condemn* tbe Republican party 


of this state so long in power, for the 
refusal or neglect to pass legislation 
adequate to enforce this benificent 
clause of the constitiou of 1874 and 
charge it with being tbe impediment 
to tbe cause of justice and good gov- 
ernment in this regard. 


We declare for the distribution of

tysburg has been ignored in any way 
in the formation of this commission. 
When the matter of a proper celebra- 
tion was suggested and later consider- 
ed at a public meeting here, a commit- 
tee was appointed with Dr. J. A. Sing- 
master as chairman, and this commit- 
tee had an audience with Governor 
Stuart, asking him to recommend leg- 
islation looking to a proper observance 
of the Fiftieth Anniversary aud the 
recommendation in tbe Governor'^ 
message aud the passage of the bill 
reatiug the Commission followed.

first reports that the rebels were com- 
ing. Naturally the people of the 
town became terribly excited aud 
business was at a standstill. Bankers 
pent thtir money away. Merchants 
eent their goods to Philadelphia and 
other places for safety. 


"Day after day the people did little 


hut stand along the streets in groups 
and talk. Whenever some one heard 
a new report all flocked to him. The 
suspense was dreadful. 
Of course 


there were no social life iu the town 
at the time, though the young folks 
would meet and sing patriotic songs. 


"Well do I remember the day the 


first of the rebels came—it was on J uue 
26. They spent the night and passed 
through toward Harrieburg, burning 
bridees aud spreading terror iu all di- 
rections. How the soldiers dashed 
through the town, how they entered 
houses and sought food, I can remem- 
ber. Yet one thing impressed me ; 
during the entire time the northern 
and southern soldiers were in Gettys- 
burg I never heard a disrespectful 
word uttered by one to any woman. 
This is a remarkable thing when sold- 
iers pass through a town. It is a beau- 
tiful tribute to the men af both sides 
Who fought. 


"Oh, that 30th of June ! On that 


day Buford's Federal Cavalry came in 
^Washington street. How they dashed 
by! Their horses' feet seemed shod 
with lightning. Along the street we 
stood—all the girls and women of the 
town. We had prepared food in ad- 
vance, and had baskets and trays in 
eur hands. They came by, snatching 
in their haaty passage whatever they 
could lay their hands on—sandwiches, 
pieces of pie, cold meat, bread, cakes, 
cups of coffee and bottles of water. 
And then we sang patriotic songs. 
The eyes of the soldiers blazed, they 
smiled and some joined iu the song. 
It was the last song many of those 
brave men ever heard, and the bite 
we gave was the last many ever ate. 


"On Wednesday, July 1, the storm 


broke. Many of us sat on our door- 
steps, our hearts beating with anxiety, 
looking at one another mutely. At 10 
o'clock that morning I saw the first 
blood. A horse was led past our house 
covered with blood. The sight sick- 
eued me. Then three men came up 
the street. The middle one could bare- 
ly walk. Hie head had been hastily 
bandaged, and blood was visible. I 
grew faint with horror; 1 had never 
been able to stand the sight of blood. 


'Nothing' he re- 


plied: '1 am going to die.' 1 went out- 
side the church aud cried. 1 returned 
aud spoke to the man—he was wound- 
ed in the lungs aud spine, and there 
was not the slightest hope for him.

Living with Mr. -Tsehiek aud hi* wife 


at the tsme was Mrs. Joshua .Baine, 
then a girl, who now takes care of the 
old merchant. Mrs. Baine, after the 
battle went about the town with a 
basket, begging food for the soldiers. 
Ail the people, she said, gave what 
they could. Except a few who at- 
tracted attention by their unwilling, 
ness to help, all the citizens sacrificed 
themselves ror the needy. To Mr. 
Schick's house after the battle came 
many people, who ate with the family. 
They gave food to ooth Lrniou and 
Confederate soldiers. 


On a farm just outside the village 


was living Professor Aaron Sheely, 
who i» now 
T,-. years of age. He re- 


members the warm day he took a uap 
in the farmhouse, and the ringing of 
the farmhouse bell, when, on waking, 
be saw thousands of soldiers going by. 


••I saw the infantry coming in— 


everything was confusion. The farm- 
hands were terrified. I went out, got 
on iny horse and rode to the peach 
orchard. Some soldiers asked me to 
help them get water trom a deep well. 
I hitched my horse and there saw the 
first shot fired on the pike to the west 
I saw General Reynold* just before 
he died. 


••All the afternoon I watched the 


battle through a telescope—it is be- 
yond words to describe tbe scene. 
When I returned home my wife waa 
waiting for me. She said the house 
was full of soldiers. We had a fine 
melodeou in the parlor and they were 
playing that. A dozen people from 
Gettysburg came out to tbe farm. A 
few soldiers and guests slept ia the 
farm-house that night. 


••The next morning we were up 


early—none had slept well. AH our 
neighbors began moving. The battle 
began early. The sights about ua were 
appalling 
Soldiers came to the farm 


and told us to get out. My wife was 
frantic. 
-You'll have to go.' I told 


her, 'but I'll stay." I hitched two 
horses, put some provisions into a 
wagon, and saw her and my little boy 
drive away. They went to Littles- 
town. 


•'Major General M. R. Patrick came 


up to the barn wit'a his retinue. I in- 
vited him to the bouse. He refused, 
saying he preferred to stay- in ttie* barn. 
My provisions were about gone by 
this time. Moat of the time £ spent 
watching the battle and rendering 
whatever help I could to the injured. 
Moat of tbe people iu and about the 
town did the same. If those were 
days of terror, they were also days of 
heroism. 


•'On the following Sunday my wife 


and friends returned. As soon as tbe 
soldiers saw the wagon they wanted 
it. I went out on the battlefield. They 
Mid they would show me horrors, 
and they did. The poor wretches still 
lying there cried for water. It waa 
not long before my arm* were full of 
canteens, of both the Union and Con- 
federate injured. An officer came up 
aod told me to let the Confederates 
alone, that it was enough to help our, 
own people. I drove back to tbe farm, 
loaded up with water and returned. 
What little water there was on the 
battlefield waa filled with blood. 


"Those days of the battle-they 


were days of terror to the people of 
tbe town and those living nearby, 


We al! expected the town aud houses 
to be b.timed. ' 


Still living m Gettysburg, besides 


Mrs. Stewart, are a number of women 
who sang ou that memorable day the 
soldiers rode down Washington street. 
Among them are Mrs. Anua (iarlach

Rasp- 
nsrry canes girdled, by this pest, have 
teen received by State Zoologist Sur- 
-fiee, at his office in Harrisburg, and

The Professor gave the following an- 


swer: "The green peaches and apples 
w aich you sent to us are punctured 
•by the PlumCurculio. This is a de- 
structive beetle, which bores holes in 
fruit jmd lays its eggs therein. The 
•eggs batch and cause wormy fruit and 
itie worms, also, cause the fruit to 
•drop prematurely, as you have ob- 
served. The best thing to do now is 
do gather and burn the fallen fruit as 
•fast *« it drops, or at least once every 
'few days. Of course, if there are many 
others in your neighborhood who 
J ike wise have this trouble and who 
:jntnot doing the same, there is no

A-Jitndnieiu One—To Article Four. • 


Section Eight. 


ST> lion -2. Amend section eight of ar- 


ticir- four of the Constitution of Penn- 
sylvania which reads as follows: — 


"He shall nominate and, by and with 


th*- advice and consent of two-thirds of 
all the members of the Senate, appoint 
a S-ei-retary of the Commonwealth and 
an Attorney General during pleasure, a 
Superintendent of Public 
instruction 


for ;*our \ ears, and such other officers 
of the Commonwealth as he is or may 
be authorized by the Constitution or 
by law to appoint; he shall have power 
to Jill all vacancies that may happen, 
in offices to which he may appoint, dur- 
ing the recess of the Senate, by grant- 
ing commissions which shall expire at 
the end of their next session; he shall 
have power to fill any vacancy that 
m?.y happen, during the recess of the 
Senate, in the office of Auditor Gen- 
eral. State Treasurer, Secretary of In- 
ternal Affairs or 
Superintendent of 


Public Instruction, in a judicial office, 
or in any other elective office which 
he is or may be authorized to fill; if 
the vacancy shall happen during the 
section of the Senate, the Governor 
ijliall nominate to the Senate, before 
their final adjournment, a proper per- 
soa to fill said vacancy; but in any 
such case of vacancy, in an elective of- 
fice, a person shall be chosen to said 
oSee at the next general election, un- 
le^s the vacancy shall happen within 
three calendar months 
immediately 


preceding such election, in which case 
the election for said office shall be held 
at the second succeeding general elec- 
tion. In acting on executive nomina- 
tions the Senate shall sit with open
